I- EDIFICATION OF THE CHURCH OF THE MARTYR 

(1) St. Theophimos said, "One day the nursemaid of the elect Saint Marina came to me and said that while 
she was praying at midnight, a dazzling light shone on her, and an angel, crowned with precious stones, 
and accompanied by a group of angels, appeared to her and said, "I am the Archangel Michael, who is 
assigned to serve Saint Marina. I came to instruct you with what you should do: Harry up and take the 
body of St. Marina from the marble casket, and put it in a hidden tomb, because she is suffering from the 
continuous honoring of her body.
